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Attorney General rules 


Yermanian on council 'violates city charter'

A Romulus city councilman, 
elected at the city election last year, 
may be forced to make a decision 
between that seat and his job as a 
member of the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department. 

Sheriff William Lucas Monday 
said Richard K. Yeramian would be 
called ii^ to his office once he 
(Lucas) had a copy of the opinion by 
State Att Gen. Frank Kelley. Kelley 


said serving in bo&r^ositions is not 
permitted under the Romulus city 
charter. 

Yeramian currently is on a 2-year 
disability leave from the Sheriffs 
Department and has put in for a 
m«iical retirement. 

A letter, dated May 8, 1980, from 
Kelley to Sen. William Faust stated 
at the end: “It is my opinion that a 
council member of the city of 
Romulus may not simultaneously 
serve as a deputy county sheriff 


charged with enforcing city or- 
dinances.” 

Kelley said the Romulus city 
charter specifically forbids an 
elected city official to receive pay in 
an appointive position. As a member 
of the sheriff’s department, 
Yeramian is a paid county em- 
ployee. 

Kelley also stated that the city’s 
current agreement with the sheriff’s 
department for law enforcement 
services ”... would in no way affect 
the charter prohibition on a member 


of the council serving in a paid 
capacity as a deputy sheriff en- 
forcing city ordinances within the 
City of Romulus”. 

Yeramian admitted he was 
assigned to the Romulus area when 
he went on sick leave. However, he 
said his replacement has since been 
assigned to the Hines Park area. 

Yeramian feels that since he 
would be going back to another area, 
if he returns to the sheriffs 
department, the ruling by Kelley 
showing a conflict between his 


serving as a deputy and enforcing 
city ordinances while being a 
councilman would not hold water. 

“If I were to go back, I would have 
to take his place there,” Yeramian 
explained. “But, it doesn’t look as if 
I II be going back.” 

The sheriff indicated that once he 
has a copy <^f the attorney general’s 
ruling, he will call Yeramian in to 
his office. 

“He (Yeramian) will have to 
make a choice,” said Lucas. He 
referred to whether the Romulus 


councilman chooses to remain on 
council and leave his department or 
stay on as deputy and resign as 
councilman. 

The opinion from the attorney 
general was requested by Sen. 
Faust’s office. His aide, Kevin 
McKinney confirmed Monday that 
the city council and “not the 
mayor’s office” had asked for the 
ruling. McKinney would not reveal 
which member of council had sought 
the legal ruling. 




Suspect 

nabbed 


in case 

A Romulus resident, on furlough 
from a Detroit half-way house, has 
been charged with first-degree 
murder in the death of a 37-year-old 
Inkster mother of six children. 

Lodged in Wayne County Jail 
without bond is Sam Ross, 55. He 
was arrested at his residence about 5 
pm. May 25 and offered no 
resistance to police officers. 

Det. Sgt. Alan Anderson of the 
Flat Rock State Police Post said 
Ross is charged with the death of 
Mrs. Ruthie May Hayes, who lived 
with her husband and several of her 
children in Inkster. He said Ross is a 
ex-boyfriend of the victim.

Mrs. Hayes’ partially-nude body 
was found by a Van 3uren Township 
motorcyclist on the afternoon of 
May 24 in a field north of Arkona 
Road, between Sumpter and Mar- 
tinsville roads, Anderson said. 


Anderson and his partner, Det. 
Sgt Jay Dorenbecker, received a tip 
from a motorist who recalled seeing 
a tow truck retrieving a car from a 
field near where the body was 
discovered on the day before. 


Their investigation led them to the 
tow truck operator, who knew and 
identified Ross as the man who paid 
him $28 to go out and get his car. 

Anderson said the spot where the 
car was recovered was only about 
100 yards from the location of the 
dead woman’s body. 

He said death was caused by a 
fractured neck, probably stemming 
from the woman being pulled behind 
Ross’ car for a distance of about a 
half mile. Police theorized her body 
was tied to the car, probably with a 
rope. 

Anderson said Ross did not 
volunteer any information and that, 
as of Thursday, his car had not been 
located. 

He explained that Ross was ser- 
ving time for felonious assault in- 
volving Mrs. Hayes and had recently 
been transferred to the Detroit half- 
way house. 

At his examination last week 
(Wednesday), Ross was bound over 
to trial in Wayne County Circuit 
Court by Judge James Stone.

Deputies charge 3 men 
in armed robbery case 


Two men, one armed with a 
revolver, early Sunday morning tied 
up and robbed a lone occupant of an 
apartment unit in Hampton House 
Apartments, 7080 Niagara, 
Romulus. 

Wayne County Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment Det. Jimmie Cranford said 
Marvin Szpotek told police he was 
awakened about 8 a m. by a knock 
on his apartment door. When he 
opened the door, he was confronted 
by two black males, one with a 


nickel-plated revolver. 

Cranford said Szpotek was bound 
hands and feet and that two men 
took two diamond rings, money and 
some appliances before fleeing from 
the premises. Szpotek freed the 
bonds from his hands, then his feet, 
in time to see the robbers leave in a 
car. 

The detective said the robbery 
victim called the Sheriff’s Depart- 
ment and gave them the car’s 
description. A short time later, 


Deputy William Wadsworth stopped 
a car matching that description at a 
local intersection and arrested two 
men, he reported. 

Later that same day, Cranford 
arrested a third man in Westland, 
whom his investigation disclosed 
was tied into the case. Cranford said 
names of the suspects are being 
withheld pending arraignment in 
34th District Court in Romulus on 
charges of armed robbery. 


Wayne County Sheriff Williams 
Luca’s bid for a fifth term will in- 
clude challenges from two members 
of his department, one of them being 
the only woman officer ever 
assigned to road patrol duty. 

Det. Jo Price, 49, a 12-year 
veteran of the sheriff’s department, 
stationed with the out-county 
division in Westland, is among three 
candidates seeking the 4-year 
sheriffs post. 

Price and Jay Vida, a night-shift 
deputy who has run for sheriff 
several times, will run on the 
Republican ticket. On the Democrat 
side, Lucas is being opposed for the 
nomination for sheriff by Wayne D. 
Lynn of Lincoln Park. 

Winners of each party’s 
nomination battle at the Aug. 5 
primary election will face each 
other in a runoff in the general 
election on Nov. 6. 

Price, a resident of Van Buren 
Township, has served with the 
Sheriffs Department since 1968. In 
1973, she was the first woman officer 
ever assigned to road patrol at 
Detroit Metropolitan Airport. Later 
she was the first woman officer 
assigned to county road patrol duty. 
Currently, she is the only woman 
officer in the Sheriff’s Department 
on patrol duty. 

She was employed as a registered 
nurse by the county in the City- 
County building for 10 years, from 
1958-1968. During the Korean Con- 
tttol^she served as a lieutenant with 
the l/.’^r^avy. 

Price sam ah^ was told personally 
by Lucas that she had to have his 
permission to run fof!>fhe sheriff’s 
slot But, she said John Baier, 
president of local 502, Wayne County 
Deputy Sheriff’s Association, in- 
formed her she did not have to have 
the sheriff’s consent. 

Instead, she complied with Baier’s 


recommendation that she inform 
Lucas by letter that she was running 
for sheriff. 

Pride said her campaign is being 
managed by Sue Canfield, a 
patrolman with the sheriff’s office, 
whose father, John Canfield was 
mayor of Dearborn Heights. Can- 
field’s sister currently serves on the 
Dearborn Heights City Council.

The Revolutionary War was 
drawing to a close, and returning 


soldiers began to think of their 
future. Many began to want more 
land than was available on the 
eastern seaboard. Since the newly 
established government had little 


ready cash, and many soldiers had 
not been paid for their services, the 
Congress passed the “bounty lands’* 
act, whereby the soldiers were of- 
fered land in the west as partial 



payment. Not only was this a means 
of paying the men, but it also served 
to help the westward immigration 

Even though Michigan was part of 
the “bounty lands” act, immigration 
into the area was slow due to a 
number of factors. At the time of the 
first settlements, most of the lower 
peninsula was considered worthless 
swamps and unfit for cultivation. 
TTiis was the opinion of the Territory 
Inspector General. The general 
impression of the Michigan land was 
so unfavorable that it was with- 
drawn as bounty land in 1816. By an 
act of Congress two million acres of 
land in Illinois and Missouri were 
substituted. 

Stories of the bad conditions in 
Michigan began to be told in the 
east, not only about the poor farming 
soil, but of the unhealthy climate 
around Detroit and elsewhere. In 
1813, hundreds of soldiers had died of 
disease in Detroit. The most com- 
mon ailment was malaria, which 
people blamed on the swamps and 
bogs At Fort Saginaw, in 1823, so 
many soldiers died of typhoid and 
“intermittent fever*’ the garrison 
was abandoned. These stories and 
the difficulty in reaching the 
territory nearly brought im- 
migration to a standstill. 

To reach the southern lower 
peninsula was a long, difficult 
journey. Travel was considered 
dangerous, unreliable and ex- 
pensive. The accommodations were 
very poor, and men often hesitated 
to bring their families. To travel by 
land, was a long, hard, slow trip 
around the lakes. To reach Detroit 
from the south a traveler had to 
cross the “Black Swamp” (in Ohio). 
During a rainy period it was im- 
possible. With good land available in 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois, there was 
little reason to endure hardships to 
enter southern Michigan. 

As travel was both time con- 
suming and costly, the man of the 
family many times came first to 
locate suitable farming land and 
possibly build a house of some kind 
before sending for his family. 

With the opening of the Erie Canal 
in 1825 travel became easier and 
cheaper. Immigrants began to come 


from the New England states. 

An early map drawn and plotted 
by Bela Hubbard, shows a few 
settlers were here very early. There 
were three families of Allens in 
Section 6, Eastons in Section 3, 
Section 10 the Merrills, the Coons in 
Section 14, Aldriges in Section 15, 
Debatous E. Morey in Section 20, 
Adam Anderson in 21, the St. Johns 
in 22, and David Brooks in Section 
29. 

Before 1840 Sumpter was part of 
Huron Township This included all of 
Huron, Van Buren, Romulus and 
Sumpter townships. Boundaries for 
this large area were established by 
the Board of Supervisors on April 12, 
1827. In 1835 Romulus and Van 
Buren were formed out of Huron. On 
April 6, 1840 Sumpter was formed. 
For a time the township was known 
as West Huron. 

Sumpter was named for General 
Thomas Sumter, who was a general 
in the Revolutionary War. He served 
with General Francis Marion, who 
was called the “Swamp Fox” 
because of his methods of fighting. 
He was a guerrilla fighter in the 
Carolinas. General Sumter fought in 
the same manner. 

During the summer of 1781, 
Sumter and his guerrillas battled 
and plundered their way through the 
South. Governor John Rutledge put 
an end to “Sumter Law” and for- 
bade plundering. General Sumter 
resigned his commission and turned 
to politics, winning election to the 
South Carolina legislature 
He was elected to the U.S. 
Congress from 1789 to 1783 and from 
1797 to 1801. Sumter was elected a 
U.S. senator in 1801 and served until 
1810. After serving, he lived on his 
plantation, “South Mount,” near 
Statesburg, S.C., where he died on 
June 1, 1832. The recording clerk 
mistakenly added the letter “p” to 
Sumter’s name, which never has 


been corrected, so the township 
remains Sumpter. 

By 1840, when the township was 
formed, there were about 228 
residents. The number was such that 
an election was held on April 6, 1840, 
the very day the township was 
formed. 

The first township meeting was 
held at the home of Zenos Seaman of 
Martinsville. The following men 
were elected: 

Supervisor: Ira P. Beach (West 
Sumpter) 

Clerk: Reuben Merrill (Martins- 
ville) 

Treasurer: Henry Anderson 
(Martinsville) 

Justices of the Peace: Ira P. 
Beach (one year), Daniel Easton 
(two years), D.E. Morey (three 
years), Henry Anderson (four 
years) 

School Inspectors: Daniel Brooks, 
Ira P. Beach, Henry H. Ford 

Collector: George Elwell 

Highway Commissioners: D.E. 
Morey (West Sumpter), Ingraham 
Elwell, Hiran Bird (West Sumpter) 

Assessors: Havillah Plumb 

(Martinsville), C.T. Beadle, Daniel 
Easton 

Poor Director: David Brooks 
(West Sumpter) 

Constables: George Elwell, Henry 
Homer 

Thereafter, elections were an 
annual affair. A complete list of 
elected officers from 1840 through 
1890 will be found in this publication. 

The population grew yearly and in 
1850 there were 434 people in 
Sumpter Township. Ten years later 
the number had grown to 1,106, in 
1880 there were 1,445 people, and by 
1900 the number was approximately 
1,495

being challenged by James C. Cook. 

The race for treasurer is even 
more strange. No Republicans and 
only one Democrat are after party 
nominations. The lone Democrat 
candidate,, incumbent Christine F. 
Gamber, appointed to fill the 
vacancy left by Sullivan’s 
resignation, automatically will 
become the township treasurer 
again come fall. 

The race for four trustee seats 
takes on a more normal tone, with 
five Democrats and five 
Republicans seeking their party’s 
four nominations. 

Trustee candidates are incumbent 
Democrats William Geierman, John 
Puskar and Frederick F. Ashby and 


Democrats George W. Moore, 
former supervisor and clerk, and 
Helen Kowalski, member of the 
recreation commission and 
rehabilitation housing board; 
Republicans George Angel, former 
supervisor and current school board 
member; Gary G. Bates, member of 
the planning commission , Sidney L. 
Dent, a perennial candidate for the 
towmship board; Robert Lemieux, 
member of the school board; and 
Robert J. Marker. 

Two Democrat candidates are 
seeking that party’s nomination for 
constable — William H. Manny and 
DeVere R. Willard, both in- 
cumbents. No Republicans filed for 
their party’s nomination. 


Huron voters reject 
3 of 4 tax proposals 


Huron School District students 
will receive about the same level 
of education after Monday’s 
school election, but they probably 
will have to use the same old 
textbooks and watch out for 
dripping water from leaky roofs. 

School district voters passed 
the 18.82-mill levy for school 
operation for 5 years by a 1,052 to 
750 vote margin, but turned 
thumbs down on the remaining 
three proposals. 

Vote totals for losing proposals 
were: Proposal 2, a 2.10-mill levy 
for 2 years for new textbooks, 
supplies, and other items, 1,053 
no and 722 yes ; Proposal 3, a 0.75- 


mill levy for 2 years for heating 
and roof repairs, 1,011 no and 748 
yes; and Proposal 4, for authority 
to levy full school millage rate in 
1980 without applying Hadlee 
Amendment restrictions, 1,166 no 
and 581 yes/ 

In the race for two 4-year terms 
on the school board, Larry Lee 
O’Kelley and Gary R. Tobin 
emerged as winners out of the 
field of six candidates. 

Vote totals were Kelley, 702; 
Tobin, 716; Jacqueline 
Dregansky, 597; Susan J. Helsel, 
389; William G. Thomas, 209; and 
John W. Watson, 459.

Sullivan early this year was ap- 
pointed as finance director and 
comptroller for the City of Romulus 
in that community’s effort to 
straighten out its financial 
problems. 

In addition to Sullivan, three other 
Democrats are vying for the 
Democrat nomination for super- 
visor. They are A.J. Haener, veteran 
board trustee, Ralph • V. Dugan, 
former supervisor; and Wayne C. 
Merriman. 

Sole Republican candidate for that 
party’s nomination is Eugene 
Perecki. He and the winner of the 
race for Democrat nominee will do 
battle for supervisor in the Nov. 6 
general election. 

Two Democrats and no. 
Republicans are in the nomination* 
battle for the clerk’s office. In- 
cumbent Clerk Mary Lou Carey is

Debuysscher was a full-time 
director, having been appointed to 
that position several years ago by 5 
former Mayor Hyle Carmichael. 
Zavitz, who performed many of the 
same duties with senior citizens and 
their programs, was never made 
full-time. 

Mrs. Perry said in the board’s talk 
with Oakley, he told them that the 
reason Zavitz had quit was because 
she had sold her house in Romulus 
and was moving out of the city. He 
said Zavitz wanted “sympathy,”

However, Zavitz told the Roman 
shortly after she resigned that she 
and her husband, Gordon, were 
moving out of the city because she 
had had enough of unfair treatment 
by the mayor’s office, and they were 
putting up their house for sale 
because of that decision. 

Mrs. Perry said the board told 
Oakley that they were not ashamed 
of their support of Zavitz and that 
their appearance at the two council 
sessions had been on their own 
violation. 

She said the board wanted to know 
if the mayor intended to let Zavitz's 
assistant, Mrs. Marilyn McMasters, 
continue to serve as coordinator. She 
said the mayor said he would need a 
couple of weeks to make that 
decision in view of other ap- 
plications he had received for that 
position. 

The meeting was called by the 
senior citizens advisory board to air 
feelings and make inquiries on 
several matters. One, Mrs. Perry 
said, was why four new window air 
conditioners which cost $1,500 and 
were now resting in the old fire 
house across the street since last 
November, had not been installed in 
the drop-in center. 

Mrs. Perry said Oakley did not 
give them “a definite answer”, but 
said he would look into the matter. 
The mayor Friday told the Roman 
that he had contacted the company 
from which the air conditioning 
units had been purchased “for an 
exchange or credit”. 

The mayor said he did not want to 
cut holes into the walls of a building 
as new as the drop-in center. 

A third issue seniors discussed 
with Oakley was money left over 
from a $20,000 grant obtained by the 
city to buy equipment and furniture 
for the drop-in center.

DUDmB'S NOTEBOOK 



You can begin planting the vegetable garden as early as late March, if the soil 
is dry enough to work. And you can continue to plant some crops as late as 
August for a fall harvest. ^ __ 

To get an early start in the spring, Michigan State University Extension 

horticulture specialists Lee Taylor suggests plowing and mixing organic 
material in the soil in the fall. Then, in the spring, all you have to do is in- 
corporate fertilizer and smooth out the lumps, and you’re ready to plant. 

Some plants usually are grown from transplants. The members of the cab- 
bage family — broccoli, Brussels sprouts, cabbage, cauliflower and kohlrabi — 
will tolerate some frost and so can be planted early. Tomatoes, peppers and 
eggplant are very easily injured by cold temperatures and frost, so they must 
wait until the likelihood of frost is past. 

Of the crops grown from seed, onions, peas, lettuce, spinach, carrots, beets 
and radishes can be planted as soon as you can work the soil. Frost-sensitive 
crops like cucumbers, squash and melons should be planted around the frost- 
free date in your area. Beans and sweet corn may be damaged by frost, but 
because it takes the seedlings a week or two to emerge, they usually can be 
safely planted that long before the frost-free date. Be sure to plant sweet corn in 
blocks of several short rows rather than one or two long rows. This is necessary 
for proper pollination. Poorpollination results in poorly filled-out ears. 

You can speed the germination of plants that need warm soil to germinate, if 
you use plastic mulch to warm the soil. Either clear or black plastic will do the 
job, Taylor points out, though black plastic also prevents weed growth because 
it cuts off light to emerging seedlings. Work up the soil, add fertilizer, then put 
down the plastic and let it trap the sun’s heat. When you’re ready to seed, take 
the plastic up. Transplants can be set into the ground through holes in the 
plastic, which then acts as a mulch to hold moisture in the soil and keep produce 
off the ground. 

In clay soils that tend to crust, small seeds may have trouble poking through 
the soil. Covering rows of seeds with vermiculite, perlite, sand, or sawdust 
instead of soil will make it easier for fragile seedlings to emerge. Layers of wet 
newspaper or burlap will help keep seedbeds moist and speed germination. Just 
be sure to remove the coverings when seedlings begin to push through the soil. 

Planting is simpler if you map out the crops you intend to grow and set up a 
planting schedule, Taylor suggests. It makes sense to put perennial crops like 
rhubarb and asparagus to one side of the garden where they won’t be in the way 
when you’re plowing or tilling. Fall crops like sweet corn should be on the north 
side so they won’t shade sun-loving crops like tomatoes, peppers and beans. If 
part of the garden is partially shaded, plant lettuce, greens and root crops 
there. They’ll tolerate shade better than the crops that produce fruits. 

“One thing you don’t have to worry about is closely related crops ‘crossing’ 
with one another,” Taylor says. “Cucumbers can be planted next to pumpkins, 
for instance, without any effect on this year’s fruits.” 

The exception to the no-worry rule is sweet corn. Sweet corn, field corn, 
popcorn and ornamental com will all cross-pollinate; and in this case, the 
edible part of this year’s plants will be affected. With other crops, crossing 
affects only the plants that would be produced if you planted the seeds from this 
year’s fruits. 

How far apart you space plants and rows depends primarily on how much 
space is available and how you intend to cultivate the garden. If space is 
unlimited, you might as well set the garden up so you can cultivate with a hand 
or powered tiller. To allow' room for the tiller to move, make the aisles between 
the rows 6 to 12 inches wider than the machine. 

Planting is not a one-time operation. It can be a fairly continuous process that 
begins with the first of the cool-season crops in early spring and goes on through 
the warm-season transplants to midsummer plantings of cool-season crops for 
a fall harvest. 

The practice of following an early-harvested crop with another is called 
successive planting. With a little bit of planning, it enables you to keep all of 
your garden space producing all summer. 

Staggered planting is making several small plantings of a crop so that the 
harvest occurs over time rather than all at once. 

Companion planting involves planting two crops in the same space at the 
same time. The trick is to choose quick-maturing crop like radishes, lettuce or 
spinach to mix with a slow-maturing crop like carrots or broccoli. The first crop 
comes and is gone before it crowds the later one. 

Think about your crops as you plan and plant, but don’t forget to think about 
yourself, Taylor suggests. Plant no more than you can realistically hope to care 
for adequately. And put psychology to work. 

“Most people would rather weed a short row than a long one,” he points out. 
“Even if the total number of row feet is the same, several short rows look like 
less work than one long row. With short rows, the feeling of accomplishment 
you get from finishing a row comes more often, encouraging you to go on. Short 
rows break a task into manageable pieces. With long rows, the task looks never- 
ending, and that can be discouraging.”

With warmer weather ap- 
proaching, fleas may become an 
increasing problem for your pet. 

Fleas are small, reddish, wingless 
insects. For their size, they are 
capable of jumping great distances. 
They feed on blood primarily of cats 
or dogs, but if these are absent, they 
may feed on human blood. They can 
live on the animal or jump off for 
short periods of time. Fleas can be 
carriers of tapeworms to dogs, cats 
and humans. 

The flea eggs may be laid off the 
animal. The life cycle from egg to 
adult is from three to six weeks. 
Some animals are allergic to the 
saliva of the flea and removing the 
flea quickly is important to the 
animal’s general welfare. 

To get rid of fleas you must con- 
sider the life cycle. Obtain a spray of 


powder from your veterinarian 
Treat all cats and dogs in the house 
as directed for at least four to six 
weeks. Your veterinarian may 
suggest bathing the animal, or 
placing it on medication, depending 
on your animal’s symptoms. 

You may spray the baseboards 
with a commercial house insect 
killer. vacuuming the carpeting on 
the days the animal is treated will 
pick up many of the excess eggs and 
Oeas. Discard the vacuum bag after 
vacuuming is completed. Wash the 
animal’s bedding on the days of 
treatment. 

Your veterinarian also may 
suggest insect bombs in severe 
cases or an exterminator in extreme 
cases. The important point in rid- 
ding your pet and home of fleas is to 
continue treatment for at least four 
to six weeks.

Do not use exhausted stop bath. 

Keep negatives separated in fixer. 

Do not over fix.

The process of chemically fixing 
an image on an object came long 
after the development of the camera 
and proceeded slowly. 

Tlie first important discovery was 
made by Johann Heinrich Schulze in 
1725. Schulze was a professor of 
anatomy at the University of Alt- 
dorf. 

Schulze mixed powdered chalk 
and nitric acid together trying to 
make the “luminous stone” of the 
alchemist Baldwin. But much to 
Schulze’s surprise and amazement 
he discovered the mixture turned 
dark violet in the sunlight. He traced 
the discoloration to a contaminant in 
the acid silver and eventually 
proved that silver nitrate and silver 
carbonate were visibly changed by 
the action of light, rather than by 
heat and exposure to air, as had 
been previously suggested 
Schulze made many other stencil 


prints with his concoction, but never 
applied the solution to paper or 
made any attempt to record natural 
images with it. 

Next week we will look at the 
discoveries of Carl Wilhelm Scheele 
and what he overlooked.

If you own a 35mm camera with 
autowind capabilities, and you like 
to develop your own film, you may 
want to try the new Ilford 72 ex- 
posure HP5.

HP5 is made on 5-mil thick acetate 
film. The new 72 exposure HP5„ 
however, is on a 3-mil thick 
polyester film. The polyester film is 
much stronger. It is this reason that 
enables Ilford to put 72 exposures on 
a standard cassette.

DESCRIPTION OF THE LAND 

When the township was first 
surveyed in 1815 by Alexander 
Holmes, the area was partly covered 
by a dense forest of hardwood, white 
and yellow oak, hard and soft maple, 
ash, beech, basswood and some 
walnut. 

The soil was found to be sandy and 
was formed into slight ridges, some 
of which still can be seen today. One 
such ridge ran east to west on the 
southern part of the township across 
sections 30, 29, 28, 22, 23, and 24. A 
large swamp or marsh covered 
much of sections 29 and 32. 

Drainage was, and still is, mostly 
into the Swan and Cranberry 
Creeks. The latter was named for 
the berries that grew on it’s banks. It 
was a tributary of Swan Creek. 
Drainage also is provided by the 
Disbrow Ditch. 

The Wyandot Indian trail crossed 
the southern end of the township 
from east to west. It followed the 
sand ridges between the marshes. 
The trail entered Huron Township 
and went to the reservation on the 
hanks of the Huron River. The In- 
dians from around Detroit had been 
salt to live on the land that many 
years later became Huron River 
Park. A monument, shaped like a 
teepee still stands. The inscription 
reads: 


The monument also marks the 
grave of Chief Quoqua, the last chief 
of the Wyandots to live in the area. 

Another Indian trail branched 
from the main one and ran north 
through Sumpter to French Landing 
and on to Detroit. Some of us 
remember following this trail as 
children, pretending to be Indians. 

Early farmers picked up many 
Indian relics over the years as they 
plowed their fields. One such 
collection has been kept by the 
Frank Bortz family, who were early 
settlers and whose farm was near 
the trail. The collection includes 
nearly 200 relics, consisting of 
tomahawks, arrowheads and 
skinning knives. Without a doubt 
many other relics have been saved 
and are stored away.

When you have 
to work from sun-up to sunset in sweltering 
heat, endure hardships, dust and sweat 
and rain, then find out that there is no real 
profit in what you’re doing ... you’re going 
to think twice.” 

Are American farmers on the way out? 
W’ill they become extinct? 

“I don’t think so. You know I really don’t 
know — but I do know they’re in trouble. 
It’s a question of survival. Common sense 
will tell you if you’re spending more than 
you’re making, someday it’ll catch up to 
you.” 

Ehrhart’s visit to this newspapers’ office 
wasn't for the purpose of expounding his 
philosophy on farming. He wanted “to give 
credit to some people and organizations 
like Allen Rae, Stanley E Barkiewicz. Dr. 
Vachler and the Wayne Bank for spon- 
soring kids for the upcoming Wayne 
County 4-H Club Fair.” The fair will be 
held in Belleville sometime in August. 

The sponsors have provided two lambs

“We’ve entered cattle before,” the 
senior Ehrhart said, “this is the first time 
the kids will be showing lambs. And I just 
wanted the good folks out there to know 
that people still think about farms and 
farmers.”

An unsigned letter ignites heated debate 


One of my very favorite 
Presidents, whom I still admire 
greatly was Harry Truman. Two of 
his favorite sayings were, “The buck 
stops here” referring to his desk 
and, “If you can t stand the heat, get 
out of the kitchen.” 

Recently, as an elected Trustee of 
Canton Township I received in my 
official board packet through the 
Township. an unsigned letter ac- 
cusing the administration of the Fire 
Department of a complete failure to 
maintain their emergency am- 
bulance units so that each of them 
had deteriorated to being in serious 
mechanical disorder. One unit had 
lost its motor because the oil 
allegedly had not been changed in 
three years, and a second unit had a 
bent frame and the fire fighters 
were refusing to drive it because 
they considered it to be unsafe This 
was a terribly serious accusation, 
especially because Canton Township 
only has three emergency am- 
bulance units to respond for the 
entire 36 square mile area and 
almost 50,000 person population. 

Many senior citizens as well as all 
of the people of Canton Township 
depend greatly on Canton’s 


emergency medical ambulance 
response in case of severe medical 
crisis w hen seconds and minutes can 
mean the difference between sur- 
vival or severe family loss. 

Because of that unsigned letter, I 
was faced with both of Harry 
Truman's favorite sayings I could 
have passed the buck onto someone 
else and hope that in time the dif- 
ficulty would be fixed and our 
medical emergency ambulances 
would again be serviceable for all 
Canton residents or I could, as I did, 
decide that the buck stopped at my 
desk 

As soon as I received the letter, I 
went to the fire station and 
examined personally all the 
maintenance records available for 
thethree medical units I then called 
the Chief of the Fire Department, 
whom I have known for many, many 
years and whom I consider a friend 
I Chief was in a meeting and said 
that he would get back to me either 
personally or by phone before the 
Township Board meeting that 
evening I requested and received 
permission from the Fire Chief to 
take the emergency vehicle 
maintenance records to the 


Township board meeting. 

Evidently the Chief was busy all 
day and was unable to get back to 
me prior to the Township board 
meeting I was able, however, to find 
theChief about 30 minutes before the 
Board meeting was to start and give 
him a photocopy of the unsigned 
letter and discuss its contents with 
him. He admitted that his records 
for mechanical maintenance of the 
emergency ambulance vehicles 
were poorly kept and again made 
the same admission during the 
public meeting later 

The choice that I was forced to 
make was whether or not this 
possible life threatening situation 
concerning our medical ambulances 
should be dealt with in public at an 
open meeting, or behind closed 
doors I also had to decide whether 
or not I was elected to represent the 
people of Canton Township or em- 
ployees of Canton Township I have 
always felt that critical Township 
business vitally concerning any 
segment of our population should be 
dealt w'lth in open public meetings 
It must also lx? understood that a 
Trustee's job is not a 9 to 5 em- 
ployment and that a Trustee only 


has Township board meetings as an 
opportunity to effect substantial 
change within the community. 1 
read the letter at an open meeting, 
encouraged discussion and 
requested a committee be formed to 
investigate the matter 
The result was the convening of a 
committee to investigate the 
situation at the fire department as to 
the mechanical readiness of not only 
the emergency ambulances, but also 
all of the approximately $700,000 
worth of equipment belonging to the 
fire department The committee, as 
you probably know, have decided 
that the equipment is in generally 
poor condition and needs instant and 
continous attention in order to be 
properly servicable It should also 
be remembered that after the 
Canton Township Firefighters 
organized and requested and later 
justified the need for a full time 
apparatus mechanic, the Township 
board six months ago approved the 
hiring of such a mechanic 
The Townshfp board has directed 
the Fire Chief to immediately order 
two more emergency medical 
ambulances to replace the two 
vehicles that are definitely not 


servicable 

As a result of my actions, there 
has been substantial response of an 
unpleasant nature suggesting that 
the Fire Chief is a very nice man and 
that this information should not have 
been dealt with on a public basis, 
even though it turned out to be true I 
strongly disagree Now is when 
President Truman’s second favorite 
saying. “If you can’t stand the heat, 
get out of the kitchen” comes into 
play. 

When I was elected to be a public 
official, 1 assumed the sometimes 
unpleasant duty of speaking out 
publicly and strongly to protect the 
people I represent I believe that I 
have done this in the case of the fire 
department emergency equipment 
and will continue to bring to the 
public any serious situation which 
may exist within the Township 
government as long as the public 
health, safety or welfare is con- 
cerned I wish that all public of- 
ficials on all levels of governments 
in this country would do the same 

In closing, and on a different 
subject. I would like to call to your 
attention the fact that on June 9th, 
the Plymouth-Canton schools is 


again asking for another millage 
vote I view the unconscienable 
development of the Administrative 
staff of the school system over the 
past few years, to be so unwarranted 
and so lavish that I could not in good 
conscience support a millage in- 
creage in these hard economic times 
until the school system substantially 
decreases its administrative staff 
instead of constantly threatening to 
cut back on the quality of education 
for our children On the Township 
level, we have demanded that any 
request for additional monies or any 
expenditures whatsoever be ab- 
solutely justified in writing before 
such requests are even considered 
much less granted This area of our 
State is very automotive dependent 
and it seems to me that the school 
system has not bothered to justify 
clearly either the needs for ad- 
ditional monies or in the alternative 
the affect of failure to receive a 
positive millage vote I believe it is 
their obligation to do so and 
moreover their obligation to respond 
to as critical and severely depressed 
economy I hope you agree.

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Poor alert 
system 


EDITOR: Friday, May 30th, 
was a very educational day 
weather wise for this area. As a 
resident of Van Buren Estates 
subdivision in Van Buren 
Township, I learned we have a 
very inefficient civil defense and 
weather alert system. 

Late Friday night after many 
Van Buren residents were 
snuggly bedded down, a possible 
lethal storm system moved 
through our area. Had it not been 
for our weather alert radio, I 
might have never known the 
possible danger my family was 
being subjected to. As I awoke 
and began moving my family to 
safer surroundings in our 
basement, I began to wonder 
where the township weather alert 
sirens were. I opened all our 
windows, just in case, and finally 
off in the distance 1 heard our 
local sirens. 

Monday, I called the township 
to ask why we have such a poor 
warning system. To my chagrin, 
1 w r as told we have but three 
w r aming sirens in all of Van 
Buren Township and Belleville. 
Two of the sirens are south of 1-94 
in the city, one at the fire station 
and the other just behind 
Robertson’s Cafeteria. The third 
siren is north of 1-94 at the fire 
station on Ecorse by Belleville 
road 

After hearing this I easily 
understood why hundreds of 
families in our subdivision were 
unable to hear and react to the 
alert. 

If I may, let me suggest a 
possible solution to this problem. 
We could place a civil defense 
and weather alert siren on top of 
each of our public school 
buildings. With the distribution of 
our schools we would be able to 
warn the greater portion of our 
township's population in an 
emergency. 

The cost of such a system could 
be as high as $11,500 per siren. 
Though that may seem like a 
great deal of money in these 
troubled economic times, what is 
the price one puts on a human 
life? 

If we do not do something to 
correct this problem we are 
simply asking for a disaster to 
happen. What is it going to take to 
get a proper warning system, 
another Kalamazoo?

Editorial 

challenged 

EDITOR: A recent guest 
editorial by CeJay Marshall, 
President of Holiday Estates 
Mobile Homeowners Association, 
contained a number of 
allegations and misstatements of 
fact that need to be answered and 
clarified. 

The Mobile Home Commission 
Act became effective in 1977 and 
was passed by the Michigan 
legislature for the purpose of 
setting standards for the industry 
and protection for the consumer. 
Rules to implement the Act have 
been adopted in stages during the 
past three years and progress 
toward the stated goals has been 
made, but it is unrealistic to think 
that the problems caused by the 
benign neglect of the past 30 or 40 
years will be cured overnight. 

Some problems, like rent or 
“set-ups” of mobile homes prior 
to passage of PA 419, are not 
within the scope of the law. 

The problems in the writer’s 
park relating to set-ups are 
largely the result of past local 
inaction. Since tlje park was 
constructed and approved prior 
to passage of PA 419, the Mobile 
Home Commission’s jurisdiction 
is limited. However, Mr. 
Futernick has been responding to 
individual complaints and 
voluntarily making corrections in 
cooperation with township of- 
ficials. 

Mr. Marshall conjectures that 
the bureau is covering up for Mr. 
Futernick because we have not 
revoked his license and closed the 


park or thrown him in jail. The 
administration law process has 
been explained to Mr. Marshall 
and he must realize that the 
process takes time and cannot be 
circumvented for justice to be 
served. 

Should the allegations against 
the park owner be upheld in the 
hearings process, the statute 
makes provision for fines to be 
levied or the license to be revoked 
— but only after due process. 

Further, it was not the intent of 
the statute to summarily close 
parks. Where good faith efforts 
are being made to comply with 
the law, it was the intent of the 
legislature that every effort 
should be made to keep the park 
in operation. 

Mr. Marshall also alleges that 
the Mobile Home Commissioners 
may enjoy a “lucrative profit 
from this industry.” The law 
provides for broad represen- 
tation on the commission by 
consumer as well as industry 
interest and there is nothing in 
the law which requires industry 
representatives to discontinue 
their business interest. There is 
absolutely no evidence that 
commission members “profit” 
from being on the commission, as 
such. In fact, the evidence is to 
the contrary. They have devoted 
innumerable hours to com- 
mission business with no more 
compensation than a modest per 
diem and the many rules and 
regulations promulgated by the 
commission for the protection of 
the public have definitely added 
to the cost of doing business. 

The question of rent control, 
which HB 5247 and SB 900 ad- 
dress, is more complex. Ex- 
perience has shown that rent 
control often creates more 
problems than it solves. It often 
has a depressing effect on the 
industry, encouraging owners to 
abandon property or skimp on 
maintenance, discouraging new 
venture capital from entering the 
field, and furthering the 
monopolistic conditions to which 
the writer alludes. 

Zoning restrictions by local 
governments have also had a 
dampening effect on expansion of 
mobile home parks, heightening 
the conditions that stifle com- 
petition needed to offer choices to 
the prospective mobile home 
owner. 

Rent control may seem to offer 
a quick solution for current 
tenants caught in the tight 
squeeze but does nothing to 
address the broader questions of 
future housing needs. 

The Mobile Home Commission 
is acting, within the scope of the 
law which created it, to address 
problems brought to its attention 
and to adopt rules to prevent 
reoccurrence in the future; 
however, its jurisdiction is not 
unlimited. Through the bureau’s 
Enforcement and Mobile Home 
Divisions, over 500 complaints 
were investigated and resolved 
during the past year and actions 
were recommended in other 
cases to be taken by the Attorney 
General’s office. Where the state 
has no authority to act, or where 
the complainant believes the 
process is too slow, the Act does 
not deter Mr. Marshall or any 
other citizen from seeking 
private counsel and embarking 
on a private course of action 
through the courts.

Mrs. Beard 
explains 


EDITOR: Please allow me to 
correct some items that have 
appeared in recent columns in 
your newspaper. A few weeks ago 
it was stated that the county had 
raised taxes and that Inkster 
taxes would increase by $14 per 
thousand dollars valuation. 

I have checked this very 
carefully with Mr. George 
McEachran, the Director of the 
Wayne County Bureau of 
Taxation, and find that this is 
incorrect. 

State law requires that 
property must be assessed at 50 
percent of true cash value. 
However, the average 
assessment in Inkster is 
currently at 40.42 percent of true 
cash value, which means that an 
adjustment must be made to 
comply with state law. Mr. 
McEachran informs me that that 


adjustment would mean an in- 
crease of approximately $1 90 per 
thousand, not $14 00. (In- 
cidentally, the last re-assessment 
in Inkster was in 1973). The 
current valuation is determined 
by dividing the market value of 
homes being sold into the 
assessed valuation, which equals 
the actual percentage being 
taxed. Section 34 of the General 
Property Tax Act requires the 
county to equalize the 
assessments among the several 
cities and townships. 

Also, the article said that the 
Board of Commissioners would 
be asking for an increase of 3 
mills in county taxes on the 
August 5th ballot. This is in- 
correct. The Tax Allocation 
Board wants to put this on the 
ballot, but the General Govern- 
ment Committee of the Board of 
Commissioners returned this 
request to the Tax Allocation 
Board without action. 

Because of some legal con- 
fusion over the timing of a 
possible vote on their request for 
additional millage, the Tax 
Allocation Board is restudying 
the problem.

Today we find very young teen 1 
agecs coming to hospitals, clinics, 
and offices for prenatal care. 
Thirteen, fourteen, and fifteen-year- 
olds are returning for their second 
pregnancy. 

It is important that these young 
people develop a meaningful 
relationship with a health care 
professional such as a doctor, nurse, 
or social worker. 

Any one of these people could be 
the special link this teen-ager needs 
to make the best of her prenatal 
care 

A nurse practitioner, for example, 
could follow both the pregnant 
teenager and her baby This bond 
helps to develop a trust and ease of 
communication that can overcome 
many obstacles 

Encouragement to attend prenatal 
classes can help the young w oman to 
deal with the problems that most 
certainly are created by being so 
young and pregnant 

In these classes, the nurse- 
instructor explains some of the 
feelings, both physical and 
emotional, that the young girl may 
be experiencing 

Pregnant teen-agers also need 
instruction and reinforcement about 
correct nutrition, stress is placed on 
the four basic groups of food and not 
on alcohol, pop, fried foods, potato 
chips, or other commonly called 
“junk foods ” 

Prenatal classes are important for 


the father of the baby. Parenting 
ideas are discussed, and this may be 
the first time the new mother and 
father have thought of themselves as 
“parents.” 

Along with the wide range of 
problems and situations that are 
produced by being young and 
pregnant, the stress involved in 
being unmarried magnifies these 
problems many times 

In these times, many pregnant 
leen-agers find themselves in this 
situation. 

It has also become quite usual 
not to resort to adoption placement 
but to undertake to keep and raise 
the child as a single parent 
Preparation for this role is a major 
problem 

To assist with these problems, it is 
also important that the teenagers 
have group discussions or “rap 
sessions” where concerns that are 
bothering them can be discussed 
openly 


Topics at these sessions could 
include promotion of general health, 
self-concept, parenting, adjustment, 
and nutrition. 

The community has started to 
realize the problems of the pregnant 
teen and has developed systems 
within the school districts to enable 
the teenager to continue her 
educational opportunities 

Wherever the pregnant teens may 
he. they need to lx* directed toward 
these programs; they are many and 
varied and designed specifically for 
them

He isn’t the pugnacious, brash, challenging kid one would usually 
associate with the sport. 

In fact, four feet, three inch, hazel-eyed, blond-haired John Jason 
who will turn 10 on September 24 doesn’t look like the bolt of 
lightning his Karate instructor, Ron Rose, says he is. 

“Jason is the first pre-teen who has earned a black belt in Karate 
that I have trained,” said Rose who owns and is the Karate expert 
at the Wayne Karate Studio. “He’s a rather shy boy and doesn’t like 
to boast about his achievements.” 

Jason probably is the first pre-teen black belter this area has 
produced. The black belt is symbolic of the sports’ highest 
achievement. The honor is earned through a testing procedure 
which requires a written examination, execution of exercises that 
demand coordination, balance, power, concentration and self- 
discipline. There is actual sparring involved as well. 

“There are nine degrees in all for black belt,” Rose explained, 
“and it takes years to promote oneself within the black belt ranks.” 

For nine-year-old Jason it all began 2‘i years ago. 

“I felt the boys at school were picking on me,” said Jason with a 
smile that reflected pure charm and innocence rather than 
anything devious. “They don't,” he continued, “pick on me any 
more.” 

En route to that black belt, Jason has won many age-group 
tournaments. He has received a “Certificate of Appreciation” for 
contributing to the success of Tae Kwon Do Chung Do Kwan — 
wjiich translated is karate < I think) from Edward B. Sell, president 
of the association. Sell is one of the few Americans to earn a ninth 
degree black belt. 

“Instructor Rose has been an inspirational leader for John since 
day one,” says Sylvester Jason, John’s father. “The discipline 
which he has acquired from this art has helped him in school and in 
his relationship with his peers. 

“I’ve watched him go up against people who are extremely taller 
than he is and I’m very proud at the way he handles himself. I 
think, in fact, I know he’s picked the right sport. ’ ’ 

Karate was extremely popular during the early sixties when 
social unrest, compounded by the always present criminal ele- 
ments, convinced- many that karate was the best method of self 
defense and self preservation. 

Is the sport in trouble today? 

“I really don’t have any facts or figures to offer,” said Rose, “but 
I feel that we will always remain a ‘body-conscious’ society.

The firm, in 
cooperation with the 
U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission, 
voluntarily will supply 
free corrective water 
flow control valve in- 
serts for its “Fun 
Fountain” toys 
produced from 1977 
through November 1979. 

The toy consists of a 
clown hat and head 
which attaches onto the 
end of a garden hose so 
that the hat rises in the 
air when water flows 
through the clown's 
head. Children may be 
inclined to peer into the 
water outlet and the 
stream of water could 
cause serious eye in- 
juries. specially in 
communities with high 
water pressure. 

CPSC so far has been 
informed of two con- 
sumer complaints since 
June 1979. involving a 6- 
year-old boy ind a 7- 
year-old boy who suf- 
eye injuries when 
slruv i; at close distance 
by water emitted from 
the “Fun Fountain” 
toys. 

The Wham-0 * Fun 
Fountain” water toys 
were sold nationwide in 
toy stores and variety 
stores lor ap- 
proximately $10 each. 
The model number of 
the toy. No 237, is 
imprinted on the toy's 
package. 

According to the 
company, the potential 
hazard has been 
corrected on all “Fun 
Fountain” toys 


manufactured since 
December. 1979 when 
the toys began to be 
produced with a water 
flow control valve to 
decrease and control the 
water flow-. Such new 
editions are readily 
identifiable since they 
are equipped with a blue 
hose connector (the 
older design has a red 
connector) at the base 
of the clown head. The 
words “Important 
Notice” and “Safety 
Check List” also are 
imprinted on the new' 
toy cartons. 

If the hose connector 
is red but contains a 
blue insert which is 
clearly visible, then it 
also has been corrected 
and is equipped with a 
w'ater flow control 
valve. 

To correct the 
potential hazard in 
“Fun Fountain” toys 
manufactured before 
December 1979, parents 
are urged to go to the 
place of purchase to 
receive a free water 
flow control valve in- 
sert. or they may 
contact Wham-0 
directly to receive a free 
valve insert (Customer 
Service Dept. 7, 835 East 
El Monte St., San 
Gabriel. Calif./ 91778). 
Consumers also may 
telephone Wham-0 toll- 
free at 800-423-4174. 

The water flow 
control valve snaps 
easily into the hose 
connector and once 
installed will remain 
firmly within the con- 
nector. according to the 
company.

Driving cost 
rises $326 
in Michigan 


Driving costs for 
motorists in Michigan 
increased $356 during 
the last year, according 
to Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

* * I t costs 
Michiganians 21.8 cents 
per mile to operate their 
cars, or 12 percent more 
than the 19.4 cents a 
mile in 1979,” said Auto 
Chib touring manager 
Joseph Ratke. 

Operating expenses 
for motorists who drive 
15,000 miles annually 
will be $3,266 compared 
with $2,910 in 1979. 

“A major reason for 
this year’s increased 
costs is that gasoline 
prices rose nearly 60 
cents per gallon since 
January 1979,” Ratke 
pointed out. “Increased 
prices for new, 
American-made cars 
and higher finance 
charges also con- 
tributed to the higher 
operating costs.” 

The 21.8-cents figure 


is computed on 8.22 
cents a mile for variable 
costs (gas, oil and 
maintenance) and 13.58 
cents a mile for fixed 
costs (insurance, 
depreciation, license 
fees and finance 
charges). 

Insurance was 
calculated on a pleasure 
use category with the 
vehicle driven less than 
10 miles to work and 
with no youthful 
drivers. 

Information from the 
booklet which was 
revised by Auto Club to 
include current 
Michigan gasoline 
prices, is based on a 1980

Classic 4-door sedan

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June skies 
will show 


'Rose Moon' 

All the planets may be observed in June evening 
skies, along with earth s bright midsummer full 
moon, says University of Michigan astronomy 
professor Richard G Teske. 

The two innermost planets, Venus and Mercury, 
were viewed during the first week of June in 
evening twilight shortly after sunset. “Venus was 
low in the west, with fainter Mercury a short 
distance above and to the left/' Teske said “During 
the second week of June, Venus disappears from 
evening skies. After passing between the earth and 
the sun. it will reappear by month s end as the 
'morning star. 

“Higher up in the southwest, the outer planets 
Mars, Jupiter and Saturn gleam brightly in dusk’s 
darkening skies. " 

“But binoculars or a small telescope must be used 
after dark to pick out Uranus in the constellation 
Libra and Neptune in Ophiuchus ” Both of these 
distant objects are low in the southwest about mid- 
June. he said. 

Last of all, lying high overhead in the con- 
stellation Virgo is tiny Pluto — “too faint to be found 
except with the aid of a large telescope.” 

“Pluto’s motion along its elliptical path carried it 
inside of Neptune’s more circular orbit in January 
1979,” he added “Since then, Neptune has been the 
outermost planet of the solar system. 

“Only in 1999 will Pluto once more regain its title 
of most distant planet from the sun. Then, it again 
will cross Neptune’s orhit, this time outward bound 
But there is no danger that the two will ever collide, 
for Pluto’s track carries it high above Neptune’s at 
the orbital crossing points.” 

According to the U-M astronomer, summer 
begins at 1:47 a m June 21. when the sun reaches 
the summer solstice, the point where it is farthest 
north of the equator. 

“When the sun is highest in summer, the full 
moon hangs lowest at night,” Teske pointed out. 
“This year the midsummer full moon, called the 
Rose Moon, occurs on June 28. Since it rises and sets 
nearly as far to the south as the sun does to the 
north, the full moon’s trajectory across the night 
sky is its shortest of the year.” 

Both the moon’s brightness and the way its light 
changes during a month depend on the properties of 
its airless surface. However, he says, “like the 
planets, the moon shines by reflecting sunlight. A 
poor reflector, it sends back on the average about 
the same fraction of light as an asphalt parking 
lot.” 

Although the astronauts report that its color is a 
dull gray or dun brown, he continues, “we have 
come to think of the moon as being white and 
brilliant, because it is large and close by, and we do 
not have another large sunlit object in the night sky 
with w hich to compare it. 

“The pattern of bright and dark features that 
delineates the Man in the Moon,’” explained Teske, 
‘‘is due to differences in reflectivity from one region 
to another caused by difference in the chemical 
composition of the materials that make up its crust. 

“The darker regions, called maria, are great lava 
flows that poured forth onto the surface billions of 
years ago. 

“The light areas are called highlands, even 
though they are not always high. These regions, 
composed of rocks older than the lavas of the maria, 
date back to the moon’s earliest beginnings. ” 

How does the moon’s brightness change 
throughout tone lunar month? 

“We might think, at first or last quarter when half 
the disk is sunlit, that the moon would send us just 
half as much light as at full phase,” Teske 
responded. “But, in fact, the quarter moon is only 
one-tenth as bright as the full moon because of the 
rough surface. 

“If it were smooth like a billiard ball, the moon 
would look much brighter at the quarter phases. But 
its outer skin is granular and pitted — a pounded 
powder created by eons of meteoritic bom- 
bardment. 

“The tiny surface irregularities of the moon’s 
dusty covering are responsible for the quarter- 
moon’s faintness,” Teske said, “just as the dif- 
ferences in chemical composition provide us with 
the ‘Man in the Moon.’ ”

Dave Heiser leaned back in his chair and 
smiled as he pondered the question. 

“No, the high cost of gasoline hasn’t hurt 
our programs, in fact it’s helped," an- 
swered Heiser, referring to the extensive 
series of trips (backpacking, canoe, hiking 
and fishing) offered by the Wayne- 
Westland YMCA.

Ohio native, has directed more than 2,000 
persons on YMCA sponsored wilderness 
outings. And he’s more than a little irked 
with the so-called experts that risk the 
safety of untrained persons in un- 
necessarily adverse conditions. 

“I'm not in superb physical condition but 
I could survive in the wilderness for a 
month dressed as I am now,’’ declared 
Heiser. attired in a long-sleeve cotton shirt 
and dress slacks. “But I have the training 
and experience needed to survive in case 
of adverse conditions. 

“The wilderness kills,” he continued in 
an ominous tone, “and it permanently 
disables. That’s why we stress safety first 
in all our trips. 

“Breaking a leg in an office is much 
different from breaking a leg 200 miles 
from the nearest road in a heavily wooded 
area I don’t guarantee that one will like a 


backpacking trip— but we will bring 
everyone back safely.” 

According to Heiser, who has served as 
YMCA director in Wayne-Westland for a 
year, the outdoors’ business is “booming” 
as an alternative vacation to the normal 
sightseeing trip. 

This summer YMCA supervised groups 
will come to grips with nature at such sites 
as the Appalachian Trail in North 
Carolina, Custer State Park in South 
Dakota, Bruce Trail in Ontario and the 
Adirondak Mountains in Lake Placid, New 
York. More information on the various trip 
packages can be obtained by calling 
Heiser at 721-7044. 

For those who think they might enjoy 
backpacking in the great outdoors, Heiser 
offers these bits of advice: 

• Don’t go by yourself. “We’ve given

Watching bass 
'weather the storm' 


Weather has forever been the determining factor 
in whether a bass fisherman is successful or 
frustrated. 

Every knowledgeable basser knows that with the 
various seasonal changes comes different weather 
conditions and different behavioral patterns in 
bass — an approaching storm or cold front means a 
falling barometer and good fishing, but once the 
front arrives, fishing isn’t worth the effort for two or 
three days. 

I’ve often wondered what happens in spring 
during spawning rituals. The spawning urge in any 
and all species is so strong that nothing seems able 
to change their minds. . except the weather. 

But to what extent? 

Take, for example, the weather we’ve been ex- 
periencing lately. The temperature drops from the 
70’s and 80’s during the day into the 40’s overnight, it 
rains three or four days out of the week and, for a 
short time a while ago, tornadoes were daily oc- 
currences. Yet, through all this, bass were supposed 
to spawn. 

Bass start spawning when the water temperature 
reaches into the upper 60’s. But what happens when 
a cold front passes through and drops the tem- 
perature in the shallows a couple degrees? 

I think I finally found the answer 


I was fishing the Portage chain of lakes in 
Washtenaw County two weekends ago, and the 
weather made it feel like late autumn. The day 
before, the air temperature was 85 degrees and 
sunny, and fishing was nothinng short of fabulous. 

However, the day I was out, the thenriometer 
hovered somewhere in the low 60’s. To make 
matters worse, a stiff wind was howling out of the 
northwest and we were being pelted by a heavy 
rain. 1 would have gladly traded my cooler full of 
beer for a thermos of hot coffee 
My partner and I could easily see bass spawning 
beds all over the shallows in two to three feet of 
water, but we didn’t spy any bass hanging around A 
chartreuse spinnerbait produced a few stragglers, 
but we couldn’t figure out where all the bass had 
gone that made those nests. 

Then we discovered the secret, or ’ pattern,” as 1 
discussed in last week’s edition of Fishing Lines. 

The beds were all located between the shoreline 
and the inside edge of weeds. As a last resort, we 
moved out to the thickest weedbeds ( we had a lready 
tested the dropoffs), took out our ”plow 
jockies”— plastic worms rigged on a snell with 
three tiny hooks strung out along the length of the 
body— and delicately flipped them into pockets in 
the weeds. We then allowed them to drift weightless 
to the bottom < the water here was from five to seven 


feet deep) and let them lie motionless for a few 
moments. 

When the bass hit these worms, they would ex- 
plode from the weed pockets as if they were trying 
to launch themselves into outer space. We lost more 
fish than we landed because the bass would get 
tangled up in the heavy weeds and would tear the 
thin wire hooks from their jaws. However, we did 
manage to boat about 20 largemouths with the 
biggest crowding four pounds. Without exception, 
all were released 

So, the next time you expect to see the shallows in 
your favorite bass lake dotted with spawning bass, 
but the beds are vacant due to inclement weather, 
move out to the thickest weedbeds you can find 
close to the spawning area. Chances are, that’s 
where you’ll find the bass “weathering the storm.” 

Good news for fishermen in southeast Michigan! 
Belleville Lake is finally up to normal level and 
fishing is great. Anglers are taking largemouths 
that are tipping the scale at more than five pounds, 
and walleyes weighing up to eight pounds The fish 
are hitting a wide variety of lures, including 
quarter-ounce white jigs, crawfish-colored 
crankbaits, spinnerbaits and nightcrawler har- 
nesses. For more specific information, check with 
the folks at Sandy 's Marina, near the dam.

Pool supervisor offers 
maintenance advice

Imagine having 23,000 swimmers over for a pool 
party this summer. 

Harry Long knows what that can be like. One of 
his responsibilities as maintenance supervisor for 
the Wayne recreation department is the care of the 
Civic Center pool. 

Quite a responsibility when one considers that the 
pool measures 150 feet by 50 feet and takes 320,000 
gallons of water to fill. Last year some 23,000 
tankers took a dip here, the vast majority being 
children. ( 

Such popularity requires daily supervision and 
maintenance of the facility, not unlike the proper 
care needed for a backyard pool. Long has one of 
those too. 

“Our pool at home is above ground, 18 feet around 
and four feet deep,” said Long, a 25-year main- 
tenance veteran. “I follow a set pattern to keep 
things running smoothly. 

“Every morning before work I turn on the filter 
and chlorinate the water,” he explained. “Then at 
night (around 6 p.m. ) I turn off the filter and check 
the pH level. A high level means the water has too 
much alkaline, if it’s low that means too much acid. 

“I also try to vacuum the pool for 10 minutes 
everyday rather than wait and have a half hour 
job.” 


Sounds simple enough Yet Long has some words 
of caution for the local pool owner. 

“Make sure the filter is big enough for the size of 
pool you have,” Long advised. “Too often people 
buy a filter that’s simply inadequate and that leads 
to problems. 


Pool guests should observe the rules of 
the host. See Page 7 for details. 


“I strongly recommend running the filter at least 
six hours per day — eight hours would be better,” he 
continued “And check the chlorine everyday. If the 
water’s out of balance your eyes could become red 
and burn.” 

Long admitted that the increasing popularity of 
backyard pools has cut into the number of swim- 
mers who visit the large Civic Center version (it’s 
three toll feet deep). 

“Anyone thinking of putting a pool up should 
contact city hall,” Long said. “City codes must be 
met to insure safety. 

“And parents should instruct their children to cut 
out roughhousing in the pool. It’s one of the biggest 
causes of injuries, no matter what size the pool.”

ALICE COOPER 
“Flush The Fashion” 
(Warner Bros.) 

Like Linda Ronstadt and Billy Joel, 
Alice Cooper’s latest album is an attempt 
to ride the new wave of rock and roil. 
While Joel and Ronstadt both failed in 
their effort to incorporate “punk” into 
their music, Cooper has succeeded. 

Why? Because he understands a very 
important element of the punk ethic the 
others fail to: the ability to laugh at 
yourself, to make fun of yourself. 

Indeed, what Cooper has done is to 
unleash his uncanny powers of parody on 
the new trend in music, much as he did to 
violence years ago. The result is “Flush 
The Fashion," his best LP in years. 

“Clones," the first single off of the 
album is already a hit, and deservedly 
so; its swirling synthesized sound and 
Bowie-esque vocals are simply 
irresistible. 

"Model Citizen” is the inverse of Alice 
Cooper’s reality. Actually a nice, all- 
American type guy (you’ve got to be to 
appear on “Hollywood Squares" as much 
as he has), he’s always gone to lunatic 
extremes onstage, and so is portrayed in 
many minds as a violent madman who 
chops up dolls for fun. "I think I’ve got 
them fooled again/He’s an ultra-sweet

guy /And master of disguise/I’m a model 
citizen.” 

An untempo rocker closes side one, 
titled “Aspirin Damage,” and it is a 
perfect example of Cooper’s sublime wit: 
“I balance my Exedrin/And Anacins in 
stacks/I’m a pain reliever junkie/I got a 
Bayer on my back.” 

Alice takes Cheap Trick’s “Mommy’s 
allright, Daddy’s allright, they just seem 
a little weird” theme a bit further on the 
hilarious “Dance Yourself To Death.” 

Co-written with ex-Jett Black bassist 
Frank Crandell, the song concerns a guy 
whose parents are a little too "hip” to suit 
him: “They’ve loosened up their up- 
tights” he croons. “Dad’s wearing real 
tight Levis/And some Gucci tennis 
shoes/He got a custom T-shirl made for 
him/Saying, 'Give Me Pot, Not Booze.’” 

Ah, but what of dear old Mom you ask? 
“Mom’s hair’s all green and dirty/She 
wears a high-tech Devo suit/She changed 
her name to Zerox/She hides qualudes in 
her boots.” 

Both musically and lyrically, “Flush 
The Fashion” is an overall success, 
something Alice hasn’t known in years. I 
really hope his mushy housewife ballad 
days are over, because when the Coop 
rocks, he really rocks. Herein lies the 
proof. 

RODNEY CROWELL 

“But What Will The 
Neighbors Think” 

(Warner Bros.) 

Rodney Crowell, along with Joe Ely, 
is undoubtedly at the head of the class in 


the new country genre. His oft-covered 
tunes leave people like Eddie Rabbit 
Uirry Gatlin, and the Bellamy Brothers 
by the wayside, and his performances of 
them are just as good. 

As the husband of Roseanne Cash (of 
the Carter-Cash clan), the country 
tradition is deeply imbedded in Crowell. 
But it is a new kind of country music that 
he defines so well; mixing in a bit of folk, 
rock, and blues to his advantage, never to 
excess. 

"It’s Only Rock ’n’ Roll” is a good 
example, as it fuses rock and country in a 
new and exciting way, and the lyrics 
shame Billy Joel’s “It’s Still Rock and 
Roll To Me” to no end. 

People who think of Joel as a literary 
genius should try Crowell on for size. 

Second that emotion, paste it to your 
soul/Don’t worry lest ya linger, son, it’s 
only rock ’n’ roll.” 

Other highlights include “Ashes By 
Now,” which offers the delightful line 
"As much as you burn me, baby/1 should 
be in ashes by now”; Hank DeVito’s 
rollicking “Queen Of Hearts”; and “Here 
Come The 80’s,” which seems like a 
cynical comment on the times, but ends 
with the optimistic statement “Where 
there’s a new day, there’s a new way.” 
And Crowell seems to know what it is. 

Rodney Crowell’s lyrics are totally 
intriguing, making every word count in 
ways both amusing and haunting. 
Sometimes, as in “Ain’t No Money,” he 
hits both at the same time. But keep in 
mind that it isn’t just lyrical ef- 
fectiveness that is Crowell’s forte, but 
beautiful music also. You can’t go wrong 
w'ith this guy. Really.

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Pool guests should 
observe host's rules 


Everyone has “house 
rules.” They provide 
disciplinary guidelines 
for children and 
describe the bounds of 
courtesy for adults. 

“Poor rules” are also 
common and usually 
define limits that insure 
the safety of those using 
the pool. But the 
National Swimming 
Pool Institute suggests 
that the social en- 
vironment offered by a 
home swimming pool 
also calls for some 
unique modifications of 
standard rules of 
etiquette. 

The institute offers 
these tips for being a 
good host, or a good 
guest, poolside. 

Fbr pool owners: 

• Be sure the pool 
area is sufficiently 
enclosed to thwart entry 
when adults are not 
around. Pool owners are 
responsible for the 
safety of all their 
guests, even uninvited 
ones. 

o The host’s children 
should be taught to set a 


good example for other 
children who will use 
the pool. 

• Have on hand 
extra swimming suits 
and towels to offer 
guests who may not 
have come prepared to 
swim. 

• A tub of water, 
wading pool, or shower 
should be provided so 
guests can wash their 
feet and remove suntan 
lotion before entering 
the pool.

food and first aid to a lot of people on the 
trail who had no business being there 
without supervision, ” the director noted. 
“On our trips we have one trained adult 
leader for every five hikers. I myself 
would not think of going alone “ 

• Make sure there are at least three 
persons in your group In case of trouble or 
injury, someone can leave for help without 
leaving the injured person unattended 

• The experienced leader must have a 
thorough knowledge of backpacking in the 
wilderness and good first aid sense (at 
least advanced Red Cross level ) . 

• Travel with a leader who knows how 
to repair equipment and how to prepare 
food Never leave without the proper 
equipment, including backpack, shoes, 
sleeping bag, stove, etc. 

• Know where you’re going “It’s 
important to know what’s between Point A 
and Point B,” commented Heiser, a 


graduate of Baldwin Wallace University 
“You don't have to visit a place 
beforehand to pro plan a trip 

“Research the area through topographic 
maps and the local chamber of com- 
merce. “ 

• Try backpacking with a group and 
rent rather than purchase all the needed 
equipment 

“For some ’roughing it’ means taking a 
day hike out of their RV.” Heiser said. 
“But those who remain self sufficient 
without a permanent campsite receive a 
great deal of personal satisfaction 

“They know they’ve done something 
challenging in a dangerous environment. 
Yet the wilderness can be a beautiful and 
fun experience with the proper knowledge. 

“Backpacking isn’t for everyone just 
like staying in a motel for a week isn’t for 
everyone,” Heiser concluded “After all. 
you can’t get a frostbite in a Holiday Inn ’
